GOVERNOR BROWN 1S FOR SILVER 


Joins the 


Ex-Governor Buckner 
Goldbug Ranks in His State. 


HE HAS HIS EYE ON BLACKBURN’S SEAT 


MeCresary and Brown Do Not Cut So 
Much of a Figure in the Race. 
Biackburn Is the Favorite. 


Louisville, Ky., April 26.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Governor Buckner came out squarely today 
for the single standard as his seuatorial 
platform, while Governor Brown announced 
that he was for free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. As Senator Blackburn has also 
declared for free coinage, and Congressman 
McCreary has straddled the question, the 
position of the quartet of senatorial aspir- 
ants is now understood. They will maxe 
the fight straightout and win or 
their currency views. 

Governor Brown, when asked if he would 
be a candidate, answered that he would, 
and added: “I am for the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver, with the time-honored 
ratio of 16 to 1, independent of international 
agreement, The latter inevitably 
the gold standard, During my canvass for 
governor in 1891, in several speeches 1 dis- 
cussed the question, and took substantially 
the same position. In 15% the free coinage 
of silver was demanded in the democratic 
platforms of twenty-iWo states, many cther 
States not hoiding democratic conven-ions 
during that year. The demand is sanction- 
ed by the history of our republic for nearly 
@ century of its existence.” 

I-x-Governor Buckner was seen by a re- 
porter this afternoon, When asked io state 
his views on the currency question, he an- 
ewered: “While a friend of both gold and 
silver in their proper sphere and -:o.rect 
ratio, I have no objection to saying in ad- 
Vance of a fuller expression of my views, 
that I shall advcecate no money that ‘s not 
sound—no dollar that is not as good as the 
best and of equal-paying and property pur- 
chasing power at ull times, and in every 
market. 

“Further than this I do not care to de- 
fine my position at the present time, and 
by mere word of mouth, I go to my nome 
this afternoon and shall put down in black 
and white for the knowledge of all who 
May care to know, just where I stand vpon 
an issue that seems to have overshadowed 
all others in the minds of the people.”’ 

The race is now made up, and is 7ertain 
to be an exciting one. ‘There is no state 
in the union in which more interest is tak- 
en in the currency problem than in Ken- 
tucky, largely because of the widely oif- 
fering views of her public men. Th>re 
hag never been a senatorial race in which 
£0 many prominent men contended ind 
nis fact adas to the interest felt in their 
platforms. It is believed that the stato is 
largely in favor of free silver, and Joe 
Blackburn is the favorite in the senatorfal 
fie:d, General Buckner was the most pcop- 
ular governor the fre ever had, and tor

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BPIGHTING THE DISPENSARY. 


A Citizen of Charleston Brings Suit 
To Make a Test Case. 

Charleston, S. C., April 26.—(Special.)— 
The dispensary law in this State threatens 
very shortly to assume the proportions of 
a fight between the federal and state gov- 
ernments, In addition to the temporary 
injunction. heretofore granted by Judge 
Gor, restraining the state authorities. from 
seizing contraband liquers brought into the 
State, another injunction was issued by 
Judge Simonton, of the United States cir- 
cuit court, today which promises to hasten 
matters to an immediate issue. This last 
case is brought by James Donald, a citizen 
of Charleston, against James G. Scott, M. 
T. Holly and other members of the con- 
stabulary force here, The case was evi- 
dently prepared with great caution. 

The plaintiff early in the year ordered 
from New York, via the Old Dominion 
Line, a barrel of beer, from Baltimore a 
ease of Pickwick Club whisky, and from 
Savannah a ease of California wines. He 
notitied the dispensary constabulary of the 
fact that he had bought the goods and 
warned them through his counsel, Mr. 
New, not to seize the goods at this point.

BULLDOZING JAPAN. 


Russia, Germany and France Form a 
* Triple Offensive Alliance. 


| THEY WANT TO DICTATE T0 JAPAN 


The Czar Is Especially Vigorous in 
His Protest. 


IT MEANS MORE TROUBLE FOR CHINA 


England, the United States and Italy 
Will Probably Stard by the Lit- 
tle Hornets o/ the Far East. 


London, April 26.—The latest and most 
direct inforination from authoritative 
sources as to the precise status of the nego- 
tiations between Russia, France, Germany 
and Japan received here is as follows: 

The Russian, French and German miris- 
ters separately interviewed the Japanese 
vice minister for foreign affairs under in- 
structions from their respective govern- 
melts and presented memorials in which it 
was stated that the governments of Rus- 
sia, France and Germany, upon examining 
the terms of peace imposed by Japan upon 
China found that the possession of the ven- 
insula of Liao Tong, clainfed by Japan, 
would be a constant menace to the cupitai 
of China, and at the same time would 
threaten the independence of Corea and ren- 
der it non-effective in fact. In this sense, 
and for vuther reasons, it was stated, it 
would be a constant menace to the perma- 
nent peace ot the far east, Consequently 
the governments of France, Russia and 
Germany, desiring to shuw their sincere 
friendship for the government of Japan, 
advise it te renounce the absolute and 
final possession of the peninsula of Liao 
Tong. The memoranda of the three govern- 
ments make it plain that they are presénted 
in the way of frierdly acvice to the Japan- 
ese government, and are aot intended in 
any Way to convey an open or covert r.en- 
ace, 

The impression is gaining ground that 
Japan can rely on the friendj)y counsel of 
the United States at the ,;resent moment. 
The governments of Great Britain and italy 
nave made it Diain that they do not intend 
to follow the exarmple of Russia, b’-ance and 
Germany, and the great eommercial inter- 
of the United States tn che far cest, 
the Japancse-Chinese treaty would 
largely benetit, ng less than the constant 
attitude of the United States to- 
ward Janan,~ lead liplomats to hbe- 
lieve that the United states at this 
juncture will not fail to maxe such a vse 
of its offices as will prevent Japan 
from being deprived of the fruits of ber 
victory. The treaty of peace has already 
been ratified by the emperor of Japan, and 
it would be extremely difficult to tnake any 
changes. The only’ effect of Russia’s, 
hrance’s and Germany’s attitude inust be 
lo encourage the party in China which is 
Opposed to any moderute. and reasonatie 
settlement, and thus to prolong the war in- 
definitely. It may be. stated in the tnost 
positive terms that the reports thus far 
circulated regarding Japan's reply to ihe 
powers are noi correct. The reply had 1 ot 
been sent as late as the evening of the 26th, 
ana from intimations received from the 
highest and most reliable sources here it 
may be stated tnat the reply, while moder- 
ate and conciliatory in tone, will not con- 
tain any from what Japan ;e- 
Bards as rightfully her-due. 


——— 
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RUSSIA MAKES A PROTEST. 
Against the Ratification of the Chino- 
Japanese Treaty. 

Washington, April 24.--Alleged European 
alliance of Russia, France and Germany 
against Japan remains an inscrutable mys- 
tery here. So far as can be learned not the 
Slightest vestige of infonmation in support 
of the persistent statements inade in Lon- 
don and St. Petersburg dispatches about 
this matter has bcen received from our 
Own diplomatic representatives. The Ger- 
man and French embassies have received 
no advices on the subject and the Japanese 
minister, who- should be most concerned 
if the reports were true, continues.to chare 
acterize them as improbabilities. 

Not the remotest intimation has reached 
the Japanese legation that any protest has 
been made by any Furopean power agains, 
the ratification of the treaty with China. 
Moreover, as has been previously stated, 
the text of the proposed treaty, as cabled to 
the Japanese minister, contains no provision 
for the cession of Manchurian territory, 
which is alleged to be the chief ground of 
Russian objection. It is said that if these 
European statements, as to opposition to 
the treaty, should eventually prove to havea 
basis of fact, they will have a claim to be 
regarded as one of the greatest surprises 
in diplomatic history. Nevertheless, the 
persistency with which the statements are 
reyreated from apparently well-informed 
sources necessarily commands attention, 
and excites inquiry which it is impossible 
to answer satisfactorily on a basis of any 
facts known or authentically reported here, 

Russia‘’s Protest. 

London, April 26.—A dispatch to The St. 
James Gazette from St. Petersburg says 
that besides the note of protest sent to 
Tokio in concert with France and Germany 
the Russian government has made a ve- 
hement protest to the Japanese agent in 
St. Petersburg. 

France Will Go Only So Far. 


London, April 26.—The Standard’s Paris 
Correspondent says of the joint . protést 
made in Tokio by Russia, Germany and 
I'rance: ‘‘There are significant indications 
that if anything beyond platonic protests 
are meditated France will back out of 
the alliance. The feeling against coercing 
Japan grows.” 

Has Not Learned the Terms, 

London, April 26.—In the house of com- 
mons today Sir Edward Grey, under fore- 
eign secretary, announced that the govern- 
ment had not yet learnetul the conditions of 
the Chino-Japanese treaty of peace, but 
would communicate them to the house 
whenever they should be received. 

Withdrew the Interpellation. 

Berlin, April 26.—At che request of Frei- 
l:.err Marschall von Bieberstein, minister 
of foreign affairs, the interpellation pro- 
testing against Japan’s acquirement of 
Chinese mainland territory, which it was 
proposed to intreduce in the reichstag, has 
been withdrawn.

Santiago de Cuba, ril 26.—(From the 
Staff Correspondent of the United Press.)— 
Robert Ramsey and Jchn McKenzie, the 
two British sailors of the schooner Honor, 
from which Maceo’s expedition was landed, 
who were arrested and brought here 
as prisoners, have been released on parole 
pending their trial. 


Calling Upon Campos. _. 
Havana, April 26.—General Martinez Cam-

delegations from the Cuban corporations 
and the army and navy, by all of which he 
has been assured hearty co-operation. To 
these delegations ‘he said he gelied upon 
the co-operation of the public to obtain 
peace within a very short time.

NO GROUND TO INTERFERE. 


Mr. Cleveland Did Not Want To Find 
One Either. 

Washington, April 26.—An intimate friend 
of President Cleveland, one entitled to 
speak with authority and who has talked 
With the president about tne present crisis 
in Nicaragua, says this government, while 
fully alive to the necessity of maintaining 
the autonomy of American states against 
foreign encroachments, can find no war- 
rant for interfering to prevent Great 
Britain or any other country from securing 
reparation for an offense similar to that 
charged against Nicaragua. He declared 
that in the Mosquito affair of a year ago 
the United States had fully demonstrated 
its determination not to permit the sover- 
eignty and integrity of Nicaragua to be 
assailed when American warships were 
stationed at Bluefields apd when the en- 
ergy of Mr. Bayard, our ambassador to 
England, under instructions from this zgov- 
ernment, succeeded in deterring England 
from exerting her long-claimed right to 
exercise a protectorate over any nations of 
this continent. The attitude of the United 
States on this question was now as firm 
as ever it was, but this government could 
not undertake to shoulder any quarrel of 
the Spanish-American republics, whose fac- 
ulty for getting into hot water seemed in 
some measure attributable to their ex- 
cessive reliance on this country’s help, as 
well as to their impetuous temperaments 
and their frequently irrespunsible and auto- 
cratic rulers. If the United States were 
compeiled to take up all puch quarrels as 
the present one it would have no time 
to devote to the greater questions arising, 
such as the Venezuelan boundary dispute. 
It was his understanding that Nicaragua's 
difficulty with England would be promptly 
settled, and all the more quickly because 
of our position in the matter. He declared, 
however, that the determination of this 
zovernment to preserve Nicaragua’s inde- 
pendenee and her undisturbed control over 
her territory was unchanged, and that 
the United States would forcibly, if neces- 


sary, resent any attempt on the part of a_ 


European government to establish itself on 
this continent. 
Hias Been Courteoasly Correct. 

London, April 26.—The Pall Mall Gazette, 
speaking of the Nicaragua difficulty, says 
that tne attitude of the United States in 
connection therewith has been as courteous- 
ly correct as it could have possibly been. 
The paper adds that this is a good omen 
for a close understanding upon the Chino- 
Japanese question, and the action of Great 
Britain may be relied upon to teach the 
Spanish-American countries that none of 
them is tog insignificant to treat foreigners 
decently. 

The Standard is informed that British 
marines will be landed at Corinto tomor- 
row; also that Senor Gomnan, the Nica- 
raguan minister in Washington, received a 
dispatch from Managua today saying that 
the government would not be able to pay 
the $75,000 indemnity by midnight? 

The Standard learns that a powder mag- 
azine near the Corinto customs house ex- 
ploded this morning, killing several men 
and wounding others. 

Neither the admiralty nor the foreign 
office had received news from Nicaragua 
at midnight. The Morning Post says: 

“The period of the ultimatum having ex- 
pired, it is regarded as probable that the 
British will now occupy Corinto. The gov- 
ernment has not modified it ultimatum nor 
directed Admiral Stephenson to extend the 
time.”’ 

Bayard Asks a Few Hours’ Time. 

London, April 26.—The Globe says United 
States Ambassador Bayard has. sought to 
obtain from the foreign office a few hours’ 
extension of the ultimatum of Great 
Britain to Nicaragua and also made sug- 
gestions in regard to the payment of the 
indemnity demanded. 


NICARAGUA HAS NO MONEY, 
Bat It Is Believed That a Loan Can 
Be Secured. 

Washington, Apri] 26.—At noon today the 
minister, Dr. Guzman, Was 
from Managua as to the 
decision reached by the Nicaraguan g0Vv- 
ernment regarding the Britisn ultimatum 
or as to whether British troops had been 
actually landed in event of non-compliaiice, 
His advices at a lat? hour last night indi- 
cated that there would not be immediate 
compliance with the British demands. Nica- 
ragua has not the money in her national 
treasury to pay the indemnity'in full, but 
it is believed that arrangements can be 
made in this country to secure a loaa «qual 
to the amount, for which ample security 
will be provided, 

Notwithstanding reports from London 
that nothing has been heard from the 
Washington government indicating a de- 
sire that Great Britain should be less harsa 
in her exactions, it is again positively as- 
serte_ that Mr. Bayard, on the 24th instant, 
was instructod to ask Lord Kinberly to give 
Nicaragua two weeks in which to pay the 
indemnity in London instead of under du- 
ress. at Corinto, Mr, Bayard may not have 
been successful in securipg Great Britain’s 
compliance with this request, but that such 
a telegram was sent to him there can “be 
no question.

Charles Parker 
ard other witnesses who testified at the 
preliminary hearing were caled to the 
stand and repeated the stories they had 
previously told. Wilde looked careworn 
and anxious and was much thinner than 
usual.

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DUEL T0 THE DEATH. 


Old Enemies Meet, Draw Pistols and 
Shoot To Kill. : 


MEN ENGAGE IN A FIGHT AT SELMA 


Two of Them Fall to the Floor 
Still Firing. 


ALL OF THE PARTIES HEAVILY ARMED 


They Went to the City Prepared for a 
Battie and They Had It—I'wo 
Men Are Dead. 


Selma, Ala., April 26.—A terrible duel 
took place here today. It was the out- 
come of a feud which has existed between 
the Dudleys and their friends on the one 
side, and the Hayrf@s and friends on the 
other for years. Numerous fights and 
snooting scrapes have occurred between 
the parties, but none has been as serious 
as the one today. 

About three weeks ago ‘“‘Sonk’’ Dudley 
and James Minters had a fight, in which 
Dudley was shot and seriously wounded. 
Minters gave himself up to the sheriff and 
was to have had his preliminary trial in 
Selma today. This attracted many friends 
from both sides to town. Among them 
were Robert Browning, a nephew of James 
Minter, and Ed Dudley, son of ‘“Sonk’’ 
Dudley. These two were the principals in 
today’s fight. 

The two Dudleys, Joe and Ed, entered 
three stores on Water street and passed 
back to the rear for water. lt was evident 
they were looking for some one. When 
they reached Cassin’s store the younger 
man, Ed, brushing against 
Browning, and went on to the rear. Brown- 
ing followed and some words passed, when 
the firing began. 

The sheriff, hearing the shooting, ran in. 
Both men were stretched on the floor, 
their feet touching. Browning was dead 
and Dudley gasping for breath. Browning 
had been hit five times, the fatal shot en- 
tering just back of the ear. Three others 
had entered his wrist and one his stomach. 

Dudley was carried to the hospital, and 
when he was removed from the cot two 
balis which had passed through him fell 
to the floor. . 

Joe Dudley rushed in and fired three bul- 
lets into the prostrate body of Browning. 
As he did that Sneed fired at him four 
times, but missed every shot. When Dud- 
ley was taken to the hospital and his 
wounds examined the doctors told him that 
there was one chance in# thousand for 
him to survive by resorting to an opera- 
tion. He said he would take that chance,

but died before it was completed. It was 
found that.his.bowels were pierced in 
twenty-two places and his liver in three.* 

Browning was twenty-two years old and 
unmarried. Dudley was thirty-tnree years 
old and leaves a wife and two children. 

Joe Dudley and Sneed are both in jail. 
AS near as can be ascertained twenty-two 
shots were fired. Eight pistols were taken 
from the parties engaged in the fight. 

When the sheriff reached the scene E. H. 
Sneed was in the acc of firing, presumably 
at Dudley, as he was a clerk for Brown- 
ing. Joe Dudley, an uncle of Ed, rushed 
in and when examined\ two balls were 
missing from his pistol. Sneed was at- 
terwards arrested, and on his person were 
two pistols, one of which was empty.

A DEPUTY MARSHAL 


Shot by the Cowardly Friend of a 
Man He Had Whipped. \ 
Murphy, N, C., April 26.—(Special.)\—News 
‘has just been received here of a cold-blood- 
ed murder that occurred yesterday after- 
noon in Shoal Creek township, this county. 
Half a dozen or more United States deputy 
marshals were in that section on a raiding 
tour. In the road they met I. N. Taylor 
and J. B. Suit, who were returning from 

Thompsons, Tenn. 

S. H. Stalcup, a United States 
marshal, and Taylor had a misunderstand- 
ing some time ago. When they met they 
decided to have it out then and there ina 
fair fight. They pulled off their coats, the 
crowd forming a ring, and went at it. In 
a few minutes Taylor called to them to 
pull Stalcup off. This was done, Stalcup 
started after his coat with his back to 
Taylor, who commenced shooting at him, 
whereupon Staicup turned, pistol in hand, 
and fied three shots at Taylor. 

J. B. Suit, who was with Taylor, reached 
back in the wagon and pulled out a double 
barreled shotgun and let go at Stalcup, 
shooting him in the forehead and killing 
him instantly, Taylor received two wounds 
which may prove fatal.

Shot His Wife and Then Blew Cnt 
His Own Drains. 

Houston. Tex., April 26.—Last night about 
9 o'clock Dr. J. F. Simmons, family phy- 
sician, was called to see a sick cniid at 
the residence of Mrs. Robert Owen. He 
had written the prescription and was peiv- 
ing directions as to the medicine when 
Mr. Owen entered, and, without saying a 
word, put a pistol to Simmons’s breast and 
pulled the trigger. Dr. Simmons stagger- 
ed back and pulled his pistol, but fell dead 
before he could use it. Owens then shot 
his wife and left the house. Going to his 
rotel, he blew out his own brains. Owen 
was a stockman and had been married 
about eighteen months. In January he 
came here from New Orleans, and a week 
ago he and his wife separated. Mrs. Owen 
will recover. 


A MINER ASSASSINATED. 


He Was in Sympathy with the Coal 
Company. 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 26.—(Special.)— 
A murder was committed last night at 
New River, three iniles from’ Coal Creek, 
where the mine of the Royal Coal Com- 
pany is located. 

John Craig, a miner, who has been in 
sympathy with the coal company, was 
found in the road in a dying condition this 
merning. He made a statement to the 
effect that he Was shot from ambush about 
9 o'clock last night. He died before he 
could give any particulars of the tragedy. 
The deed is shrouded in mystery. From 
Cralg’s wound it is evident that he was 
shet with a needJe gun, the regulation 
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apparently died from exhaustion, caused 
by the loss of blood. 

At the time of the sheoting scrape be- 
tween Morgan and Hendricks last week, 
Craig was heard to remark that “Some 
one would close their eyes in sleep over 
it."”.

EVIDENCE AGAINST THE PASTOR. 


Police Are Investigating Rumors Con- 
cerning Dr. Gibson. 

San Francisco, April 26.—The police are 
quietly investigating certain rumors cone 
necting Dr. Gibson with the murders in 
Iemanuel Paptist church. During the past 
few days some sensational stories have 
reached the ears of the police, which im- 
plicate the pastor. While Chief Crowley 
still believes Gibson innocent of any con- 
nection with the terrible crimes, he con- 
siders the rumors of sufficient importance 
to warrant investigation. He detailed sev- 
eral of his best men yesterday to inquire 
into the rumors, with instructions to sift 
them to the bottom. It is known that the 
defense will attempt to show that Gibson 
murdered the unfortunate girls. 

Durant, while declaring his innocence, 
has frequently said that the pastcr knew 
more of the terrible crimes than he cared 
to tell and rarely missed an opportunity 
to direct suspicion toward his spiritual 
acviser. The latter stoutly maintains his 
innocence of any connection with the mur- 
ders and is apparently anxious that a thor- 
ough investigation be made. 

In the Court. 


There was as large a crowd as ever at 
the Durant examination this morning. The 
defense apparently have no hope of pre- 
venting the prisoner from being held and 
are devoting their efforts to obtaining in- 
formation for use at the trial. 

Elmer Wolff was the first witness this 
morning. He repeated the story told at 
the inquest of his being present at Dr. 
Vogel’s on the night of the murder. Du- 
rant arriving at 9:30 o’clock,’ leaving the 
house with Durant and several young la- 
dies, of accompanying Miss Low home and 
about midnight seeing a man ‘who re- 
sembled the accused near the church. 

During Wolff's cross-examination he was 
requested to take off his coat, but refused 
to do so, Counsel for the defense appealed 
to the court and Wolff finally removed the 
garment. He then admitted to counsel that 
it bore a resemblance to the one worn by 
Durant, On the night in question witness 
wore a dark coat and vest and light trous- 
ers, which were now at the ranch, where 
he was employed and could be secured at 
any time. 

George R. King, organist of the church, 
was then called for the first time. He had 
been organist for two years; was secretary 
of the Sunday school and had helped to 
arrange the Sunday school library, in com- 
pany with Durant, who was superintendent 
of the Sunday school. He had no Key to the 
cide door of the church, but had one to the 
library. He put the new lock on the library 
door, being assisted by Durant, who was 
the only one other than himself who had a 
key to it, The lock, which was produced, 
caused a great deal of discussion among 
counsel, It was apparent that the defense 
would maintain that Durant, having a Key 
could have unlocked the door and that in 
his case there was no need why he should 
break the lock. The prosecution, on_ tne 
othephand; ig-af the opinion that as only 
he and King had keys to the room, he 
knew that to have unlocked the door would 
have pointed to one of them immediately. 

Gibson Can Prove an Alibi. 

Chief of Police Crowley is of the opinion 
that there is not a single fact that points 
other than to Durant, ‘‘Mr. Gibson has a 
perfect alibi,’’ he said today, ‘“‘We have 
studied him very carefully and have spared 
no pains to ascertain the truth or falsity 
of his statements. It is evident that Mr. 
Gibson arrived at Dr. Vogel’s house at 
7:30 o'clock, Good Friday night. He took 
part in the business meeting of the Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endeavor, and 
remained in the house until 14:30 o’clock. 
These facts Mr. Gibson can prove by abun- 
dant testimony and to me the facts seem 
conclusive as to his innocence, 1 believe the 
facts make a very strong case against the 
prisoner, and though every possible clew 
has been run down and carefully investi- 
gated, we have not succeeded in finding any 
facts upon which a reasonable man could 
construct a theory consistent with the in- 
nocence of Durant.’”’ 

Speaking of the Lamont case Chief Crow- 
ley said the police department would pre- 
sent, if possible, a stronger chain of circum- 
stantial evidence than in the case of Minnie 
Willlams. 

“We shall follow Durant’s movements,” 
he said, ‘up to the time when Miss Lamont 
met her death, and his relations with her 
and all the circumstances of the tragedy 
will be clearly brought out. It seems to 
me that this case is perfect, and if Durant 
is innocent, as his friends contend, I have 
only to say that he is in a most unfor- 
tunate position.” 

Chief Crowley added that at this time 
it would not be prudent for him to make 
public all the evidence in the case, but 
he intimated that new witnesses would be 
produced to show that Blanche Lamont 
was last seen alive with Durant and in the 
immediate vicinity of Emanuel church. 

It is now understood that District Attor- 
ney Barnes will elect to try the Lamont 
case in the superior court before taking up 
the case of Minnie Williams. 

The Durant case was continued until next 
Tuesday, It is said the defense at that 
time will have Wolff present, dressed as 
he was on the Friday night, and see 
whether the witnesseés who saw the~man 
near the church that night will swear 
whether or not it was Wolff.

A SMOOTH HANGING. 


There Was No Hitch and Everything 
Was Perfectly Satisfactory. 

Abbeville, S. C., April 26.—(Special.)—

Af- 
ter the execution the body was turned over 
to the dead man’s relatives, who carried 
him to Troy, his former home, for burial.

The results of war never make changes in 
human rignts. The whole American people 
were left at the termination of the south- 
ern struggle the holders still of all the 
rights which the fathers of our country 
pronounced inseparable from free govern- 
ment, inalienable by monarchs or majori- 
ties, and indestructible by military force. 
To declare otherwise would degrade the 
victorious armies of the union more than 
the vanquished veterans of the south, 
Therefore, this statement must be accept- 
ed to escape the alternative conclusion 
that coercion of the south was a conspir- 
acy of unpatriotic politicians to destroy 
the old constitutional and blood-bought 
liberties of our country.” 

Speaking of the new south, the general 
said: 

‘Vast changes have occurred during the 
third of the century now expiring, but 
they have plainly been for the betterment 
and not the detriment of the country. 
These charges have been sometimes noted 
by giving to the old confederate area the 
somewhat invidious title of the new south, 
But those who thus speak have not con- 
sidered that progress equally great would 
have oceurred without the intervention of 
the late war.

Not Ceased. 


TRADE GROWS BETTER EACH DAY 


Business Is Pioking Up, Mills and Fac- 
tories Are Starting Again and, in 
Some Cases, Wages Advancing. 


New York, April 26.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: , 

“The feature of the week is the continued 
strength of prices of staples after the 
striking advances of preceding weeks. 
There is a firmer undertone in nearly all 
lines of trade, but at a number of points 
gains in industrials are more mraked than 
in commercial lines. The flurry in petroleum 
is succeeded by a very dull market. The 
woollen dress goods mills have secured a 
number of orders for fall delivery, which 
accounts for the moderate activity in the 
market for wool. Cotton goods are firm 
on the advance in cotton and higher wages 
paid eastern mill operatives. The number 
of strikes for higher wages increases. About 
25,000 people have struck in April, most of 
them for an advance. The number of vol- 
untary advances in wages reported is large. 
During the past two weeks the wages of 
50,000 Operatives, most of them in the tex- 
tile lines, have been advanced without 
strikes. As most of those who struck for 
higher .wages were successful, fully 75,000 
industrial operatives appear to have had 
their wages advanced since the beginning 
of April. 

“Among leading southern cities Nash- 
ville, Savannah and New Orleans alone an- 
nounce any improvement in feeling or de- 
mand, and in those instances it is pro- 
nounced.”’ 
Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will say: 

“Neither the rise in the speculative mar- 
kets nor the steady gain in industries 


Tas ceased, and it is wholesome that there 


are fewer signs of hesitation in the produc- 
tive industries than in speculative prices. 
Wage strikes grow more numerous and 
cause some trouble, and the retail demand 
lags behind wholesale sales, and jobbing 
purchases behind production in some 
branches, but through many conflicting re- 
poris the fact shines out that the indus- 
tries are gaining, not with a rush and a 
whirl, but more safely. 

“It is less clear that railroads are in- 
creasing their earnings, or that overpro- 
duction of cotton will be cured by the ad- 
vance of 1° cents in price, or that corner- 
ing short sellers of wheat will help the 
large surplus. But the revival of activity 
in all these directions, if possibly excessive 
in some, helps. confidence to take the 
throne so long held by distrust. 

“Recovery is not often mathematically 
equitable. When the load of depression is 
lifted and men find that better things have 
come to stay, there must be many contra- 
dictory changes. Quite a number of works 
have advanced wages during the week, 
but strikes to compel an advance, possible 
for some but not for others, have grown 
much more numerous. Some shops are clos- 
ing for want of orders, but a larger num- 
ber are resuming work. Prices of shoes 
and dry goods are rising; wool and woollens 
are lower. It would be a distinctly unnat- 
ural movement, inviting only distrust, if 
it was sympathetic and with equal step 
in all branches.” 

“Cotton mills are getting more money for 
gceds and have quite generally advanced 
wages, Consumption of northern “pinners, 
at the maximum, would be in eight months 
1,350,000 bales, but they have actually taken 
1,950,000, and have a profit on 600,000 bales 
controlled of over 34,000,000, -The consump- 
tion is larga, and advances seem to be war- 
ranted. 

‘Tron production, stimulated because 
ore. oil and coke are to be dearer, is retard- 
ed by shrinking demand for products, fer, 
on the whole, new business is said to be 
smaller than in’February or March. The 
structural demand for buildings throughout 
the country was never larger, the frenzy in 
oil has started a large demand for pipe, and 
sheet slightly advanced. Rails are stag- 
ment, though a shade batter at Chicago, 
Wire for fecing and for nails and wire rcds 
are so dull as to be scarcely quoted, end 
bar, though lifted a shade, meets no in- 
ereased demand.

WILL LOSE EVERYVTHING. 


Risley’s Forged Notes Ruined the 
Willimantic Bank, 

Willimantic, Conn., April 26.—Depositors 
in the First National bank of Willimantic 
seem to be doomed to lose nearly every 
cent which they have put into the bank. 
The amount of the late Cashier Risley’s 
defalcation is not kKnewn yet, but more 
than $200,000 deficit has already been dis- 
covered. 

The Hartford Trust Company sent out 
yesterday $70,000 on notes which it had 
discounted for Risley and wanted them 
examined. Jt was found that more than 
$20,000 of the paper bore forgéd signa- 
tures. 

Bank Examiners Dooley and Lynch 
think they have discovered all the forged 
notes, but are in doubt as to one of $5,000. 
They refuse to give the names signed to 
the note, No record of the manner in 
which the notes weve rediscounted could 
be found. The directors had no suspicion 
that such @n amount of their paper had 
fallen into other hands ani the arrival 
of the notes yesterday put an end to all 
talk of opening the bank again. ‘The capi- 
tal stock of the institution is $100,000 and 
its surplus: fund was $26,000. This, 
probably more than $100,000 in addition, has 


been completely wiped out. 
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Two New and Large Factories Will Start 
Up in Atlanta Within a Short Time, 


THE+FINANGE COMMITTEE NOW AT WORK 


Looking Into It, and Will Grant an Ex- 
emption from Taxation for a Num- 
ber of Years If It Can Be Done. 


A charter inhibition is now attracting the 
attention of the members of the finance 
committee and at the next meeting of the 
general council the question will be thrown 
before that body for the consideration of 
the local legislators. 

The charter of the city prevents the city 
council from exempting from taxation any 
enterprise, factory or business out of which 
money is being made or is sought to be 
made by the projectors. At one time it was 
the custom of the general council to ex- 
empt from taxation for a period of years 
any factory, work shop or machine shop 
employing a large number of hands and 
using a large capital in their business. 
This was done for the purpose of encourag- 
ing and giving strength to the men who 
were willing to put their money into the 
business and give employment to the people, 
whether the labor was skilled or not. 

But some five years ago some one in 
making a study of the city charter found 
that there was a clause in that book 
which prevented anything of the kind, and 
the matter was brought before the general 
council. At that time there were quite 
a number of enterprises doing business 
in the city which had opened doors after 
the general council had agreed to exempt 
them from taxation. These centracts, as 
they were termed when the matter was 
brought up, between the city and the fac- 
torymen were adhered to by the general 
council, but all the enterprises were put 
on notice that at the end of the term of 
years for which the contract had been 
made the city would decline to renew the 
contract and that the property in which the 
money was invested would be taxed as 
other property in the city was taxed. One 
by one the terms expired and more than 
one of the factories at the end of the term 
moved out of the city, so as to escape the 
taxation, some of them even leaving the 
county. 

A few days ago the members of the finance 
committee were approached by gentle- 
men’ who expressed a desire to start fac- 
tories in the city and who asked if the 
city taxes could not be abated for a number 
of years in view of the fact that quite an 
amount of money would be invested and a 
large number of hands would be given em- 
ployment. : 

Mr. Inman, chairman of the committee 
to whom the matter was mentioned by the 
parties, sought the advice of Judge Ander- 
son, city attorney, and from him learned 
that the charter prohibited anything of the 
kind. Then Mr. Inman conferred with 
the other members of the committee and a 
day or two ago there was an informal 
consideration of the question by that com- 
mittee. Yesterday the comm€&tee came to- 
gether, however, Mr. Inman, Mr. Howell, 
Mr. Broyles, Mr, Nelms, Mr. Welch of the 
second, Mr. Bell and Mr. Miller, being 
present, The city attorney was on hand, 
too, and the subject was taken up at length, 
and every remedy that could’ be suggested 


. was applied. The committee could not find 


@® way out of it, but every member ex- 
pressed a desire to exempt any enterprise 
that promised new life or strength to At- 
lanta and at the next meeting of the coun- 
cil the question will be handled and the 
requisite relief will be secured, if it requtres 
an amendment to the city charter. 

“I hope,’’ said Mr. Inman, chairman of 
the committee, yesterday after the meeting, 
“that some way out of it can be found. I 
am in favor of relieving from taxation all 
enterprises of that kind at first. I do not 
mean to give them permanent exemption, 
but exemption long enough for them to get 
to work and see what can be done. Give 
it to them for a short term of years, say 
five or ten years.” 

“Who are the parties seeking the relief?” 
was asked. 

“Well, the Messrs. Hirsch, two or three 
energetic and progressive young men, have 
about completed negotiations for the At- 
lanta piano factory building, where they 
will start a Knitting factory; I guess that’s 
about what you'd call it. They will give em- 
ployment to at least a hundred men when 
they start and the force will increase as the 
days go by, Then Mr. Forrest Adair has a 
man who wants to buy the Brosius mills.

A DIREFUL PLOT. 


It Was Opened Up Yesterday by the 
Arrest of Harry Raymond. 


THE CROOK TELLS THE STRANGE STORY 


Says That He Was To Marry a Young

It was through him that the 
money came to conduct the courtship, for 
the young man who wished to return was 
his nephew, and for getting him back 
Owens himself would receive a large 
amount of money. 

Crazed by Grief. 

Mattie Blackburn is the daughter of an 
old engineer. Two years ago there was no 
girl in south Atlanta of her class more 
beautiful or attractive than she, About her 
flocked a host of admirers and the home 
of the old engineer was a happy place. 

But the betrayer came. Ed Pine was a 
young man well known tn Atlanta, His 
wrong Was cruel, and threatened by imme- 
diate prosecution, he was forced to tee, 
Now the young lady is almost a mental 
and physical wreck, and until yesterday 
afternoon was in total ignorance of the foul 
conspiracy of which she was to be the vic- 
ttm.

Upon his 
release from jail upon the recent charge 
of flim-flamming, it is said Owens began 
to search for him, but the kid was hard to 
find. 

Raymond Tells the Story. 

“When I met the man,’”’ said Raymond 
yesterday afternoon as he related his ex- 
perience, “he had a wad of money and 
that caught my eye at once, He took me 
off that morning and told me all about it. 
He said that there was a relative of his 
out of town and in order to get him to 
return I would have to marry a pretty 
young lady. 

“T asked him what I would get in the 
bargain...

“I didn’t know he was that kind of a 
man,” she said. “I Hked him because he 
talked so nice, and he seemed to be in 
love with me. He said he wanted to marry 
me right off. I thought it was strange 
at first, but he was so earnest that I said 
‘yes’ and was going off with him.” 

The unfortunate girk is prostrated over 
the news and her father says that he 
fears she will be permanently insane. 

Raymond Released. 

Raymond was released yesterday at 3 
o’clock. His arrest, “the detectives Sar, 
has nothing to do with the villainous con- 
spiracy. Jt was their intention to hold 
him over Memorial Day with the gang of 
crooks which they had svotted. But 
Harry kicked. He wanted to know for 
what he was caught. ‘“‘Did they want 
him on general principles or did they want 
him for that marrying business. That 
was all off.’’ 

In this way he gave valuable information 
regarding the plot. Yesterday afternoon 
he was called before Chief Wright and 
informed that he would be liberated upon 
the agreement to leave Atlanta in six 
hours. ‘He consented and declared that 
he would leave at once for New York. 
About the time he was released Attorney 
Robinson, whom it was said was employed 
by Horace Owens, appeared at the police 
station and consulted with Chief Wright. 
It was his intention to take steps for the 
liberation of Raymond.

staff of sixteen editors and writers. The 
club claims to be supplying editorial 
articles regularly to 1,000 newspapers, 
“the owners of which have promised to 
print what the elub sends them 

In the last issne of the “sound cur- 
rency” bulletin, isused by the Reform 
Club, we find a special “notice to edit- 
ors” announcing that the pamphlets of 
the club are not copyrighted and that 
newspapers are free to republish from 
them apy matter “with or without 
credit.” a 

In other words the gentle intimation is 
given that the brains will be furnished 
by the millionaire Reform Club, of New 
York, and that newspapers desiring to 
avail themselves of this generous prop- 
osition can do so without permitting 
their subscribers to know that they are 
really being fed every day from the 
spoon of the money gharks. 

Somehow or other there seems to be 
a hitch with the Georgia newspapers 
for none of them have accepted the 
club’s proposition to distribute, as sup- 
plements, its bulletins, “which will be 
_ Supplied without cost and in any num- 
ber desired, printed and folded to suit 
any newspaper.” P 

No doubt, however, some of the few 
gold standard organs in Georgia are 
making daily use of the material of the 
Reform Club which seems to have 
worked its way even into the editorial 
columns of some of the most conspicu- 
ous of the shylock organs of the south, 
for there is a remarkable similarity of 
late in the discussion of the currency 
question by certain Reform Club organs 
domg business = Atliunta and else- 
where. 

So much for the newspaper campaign 
of the gold monomefallists.

the gold standardists to have only as 
many dollars in circulation as 70,000,000 
is to 600,000,000. 

In other words, it is the purpose of the 
gold standardists to reduce the per 
capita circulation to about $8.50. This 
is perfectly reasonable when considered 
in connection with the remarkable state- 
ment that the present supply of money 
has been swelled “beyond all reasonable 
requirements” and the depreciation, by

The Central railroad is naturally very 
Closely identified with Atlanta’s busi- 
ness and will not stand in the way of 
any great public improvement. 

The city will probably hear from Mr. 
Comer before long. 


The International Conference Fluke. 

The Florida Daily Citizen, which is 
the gold standard organ of Florida, an- 
hounces authoritatively in a Washing- 
ton special that “President Cleveland 
- determined that he will not appoint 
elegates to any international confer- 
ence by and under the authority invested 
in him by the action of congress. * * * 
The president declares in the most 
positive terms that he will not appoint 
delegates to such a conference under 
the restrictions and conditions contained 
in the amendment to the sundry civil 
bill. He said that it was simply a pro- 
ject devised by the free silver men in 
both houses of congress to commit this 
government to the policy of free coin- 
age, and that he would not contribute 
the power of the administration to such 
a purpose.”

The best reply to the inquiry of our 
Decatur county correspondent is to give 
a few of the documents in the case. On 
May 10, 1879, Judge Kelly, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who was chairman of the coinage 
committee of the house when the de- 
monetization act was passed, nade this 
Statement: 

“All I can say is that the committee 
on coinage, weights and measures, who 
reported the original bill, were faithful 
and able, and scanned its provisions; 
that, as their organ, I reported it; that 
it contained provisions for BOTH THE 
STANDARD SILVER DOLLAR and 
the trade dollar. Never having heard 
until a long time after its enactment 
into law of THE SUBSTITUTTION IN 
THE SENATE of the section which 
DROPPED THE STANDARD SILVER 
DOLLAR, I profess to know nothing of 
jis history, but I am prepared to say 
that in all the legislation of this coun- 
try there is no mystery equal to the de- 
monetization of the standard silver dol- 
lar of the United States. I have never 
found a man who could tell just how it 
came about or why.” 

In 1876, July 13th, Judge Holman, of 
Indiana, said in the house of represen- 
tatives: 

“IT have before me the record of 
proceedings of this house on the passage 
‘of that measure, a record which no 
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gla- | man can read without being convinced

] sert that the measure ‘never had the 
Sanction of this house and it does not 
{| possess the moral force of law.” A 
month later, August 5th, he said: “The 
original bill was simply a bill to ergan- 
ize a bureau of mines and coinage. The 
bill which finally passed the house, and 
which ultimately became a law, was 
certainly not read in this house.” “It 
was never considered before the house 
as it was passed. Up to the time the 
bill came before this house for final pas- 
sage, it had simply been one to estab- 
lisk a bure€u of mines—-I believe I use 
the term correctly now. It came from 
the committee on coinage, weights and 
measures. The substitute, which finally 
became a law, was never read, and is 
Subject to the charge made against it 
by the gentleman from Missouri (Mr. 
Bland) that it was passed by the house 
Without a knowledge of its provisions, 
specially upon that of coinage. I, my- 
self, asked the question of Mr. Hooper, 
who stood near where I am now stand- 
ing, whether it changed the.law in re- 
gard to coinage. And the answer of Mr. 
Hooper certainly left the impression 
upon the whole house that the subject 
of the coinage was not affected by that 
bill.” 

Mr. Bright, of Tennessee, made these 
remarks on the demonetization act: 

It passed by fraud in the house, never 
having been printed in advance, being a 
Substitute for the printed bill; never hav- 
ing been read at the clerk’s desk, the read- 
‘ing having been dispensed with by an im- 
pression that the bill made no materis] al- 
teration of the coinage laws; it was passed 
without discussion, debate being cut off by 
operation of the previous question. It was 
passed, to my certain conviction, under 
such circumstances that the fraud escaped 
the attention of some of the most watch- 
ful as well as the ablest statesmen in 
Washington at. the time. * * * Aye, 
Sir, it was a fraud that smells to heaven. 
It was a fraud that will stink in the nose 
of posterity, and for which some person 
must give account on the day of retribu- 
tion. 

Senator Allison, on February 15, 1878S, 
when the bill to authorize the free coin- 
age of the silver dollar was under con- 
sideration, said: 

But when the 
of 1873 comes to be 
the fact that the house 
intended to coin both gold and silver, 
intended to place both metals upon the 
French relation; instead of on our own, 
Which was the true scientific position with 
reference to this subject in 1873, but that 
the bill was afterwards doctored. 

Senator Beck, in a speech made 
the senate January 10, 1878, said: 

It (the bill demonetizing silver) never 
Was undersiood by either house of con- 
gress. I say that with full knowledze of 
the facts. No newspaper reporter—and 
they are the most vigilant men I ever saw 
in obtaining information-—discovered that 
it had been done. 

Mr. Thurman said: 

I cannot say what took place tn the 
house, but I know, when the bill was pend- 
ing in the senate, we thought it was sim- 
ply a bill to reform the mint, regulate 
coinage and fix up one thing and another, 
and there is not a single man in the sen- 
ate, 1 think, unless a member of the com- 
mittee from which the bill camc, who had 
the slightest idea that it was even a squint 
toward demonetization. 

President Grant, who signed the law, 
was also evidently ignorant of the fact 
that it demonetized . silver for eight 
months after the passage of the bill he 
wrote a letter to. Mr, Cowdrey from 
which the following extract is taken: 


The panic has brought greenbacks about 
to a par with silver. I wonder that silver 
is not already coming into the market to 
Supply the deficiency in the circulating me- 
dium. When it does come, and I predict 
that it will soon, we will have made a 
rapid stride towards specie payment. Cur- 
rency will never go below silver after that. 
The circulation will have other beneficial 
effects. Experience has proved that it 
takes about forty millions of fractional 
currency to make small change necessary 
for the transaction of the business of the 
country. Silver will gradually take the 
place of this currency, and, further, will 
become the standard of values which will 
be hoarded in a small way. I estimate 
that this will consume from two to three 
hundred millions, in time, of this species 
of our circulating medium. It will leave 
the paper currency free to perform the le- 
gitimate functions of trade and will tend 
to take us back to where we will come at 
last—to a specie basis. I confess to a de- 
Sire to see a limited hoarding of money. It 
insures a firm foundation in time of need. 
But I want to see the hoarding of some- 
thing that has a standard of value the 
world over. Silver has this, and if we 
once get back to this our stride toward a 
higher appreciation of our currency will be 
rapid. Our mines are now producing al- 
most unlimited amounts of silver, and it is 
becoming a question, “‘What shall we do 
with it?” 

I suggest here a solution thet will an- 
swer for some years, and suggest to you 
bankers whether you may not imitate it— 
to put it in circulation now; keep it there 
until it is fixed and then we will find other 
markets, 

There is plenty more evidence of the 
same sort, but we need not reproduce 
it here. What we have given will con- 
vince our correspondent or any other 
honest and impartial person that a leg- 
islative fraud wus committed. If our 
correspondent desires to investigate this 
matter for himself it will give us pleas- 
ure to refer him to the volume, page 
and date of the Congressional Record 
from which the foregoing extracts have 
been taken. He will find at the same 
time much collateral evidence calculated 
to clinch the whole matter.

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A Few Plain Facts. 

In his recent address before the Penn- 
Sylvania legislature, Mr. Charles Heber 
Clark, editor of The Philadelphia Manu- 
facturer, said: 

Eighteen months ago wheat was worth 
73 cents a bushel; in October last it was 
worth but 53 cents. Cotton was worth 8% 
cents a pound; lately it sold for 6 cents. 
Silver was worth 82 cents an ounce; re- 
cently it could be bought for 62 cents, In 
1873 the value af one acve’s product of 
wheat, cotton, corn, oats and hay was 
$15.65; in 1893 it was worth $8.lji—a decline 
of nearly 48 per cent—and the decline was 
continued through this year. Pennsylvania 
produced 18,000,000 bushels of wheat in 1877 
and the product sold for $24,750,000, 

Eighteen million bushels this year would 
bring but a trifle more than $9,000,000—a 
loss of $15,750,000 in one state on one crop. 
If American farm products had sold in 
1893 for the prices of 1872 they would have 
brought $1,500,000,000 more. Is it any won. 
der that our western farmers, in despair, 
rush into the extravagancies of populism? 

It is not claimed that the decline has 
been absolutely uninterrupted. The usual 
influences have put prices up and down, 
but over and above these influences some 
one great influence, operating generally 
and all over the world, has compelled the 
ultimate decline of values. 

Mr. Clark is a republican and a busi- 


ness man, but he has no use for a finan- 
cial policy which makes a farmer pay 
two or three bushels of wheat or two or 
three bales of cotton in satisfaction of a 
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| pian paying in cotton ‘nearly seven 


times the original amount of the na- 
tional debt, the American people still 
owe in cotton nearly four times the orig- 
inal debt. 

These facts are not new, but they 
should be kept before the people. How 
can we expect prosperity with a con- 
stantly declining market? The thing 
to do is to find out the cause of these 
conditions and get rid of it, no matter 
what itis. If it is said by the goldbugs 
that the demonetization of silver has 
nothing to do with it, the ready answer 
is that this shrinkage of values dates 
from the demonetization act of 187: 
and there has been no let up since. With 
this fact fresh in their minds, the people 
will never be convineed that the out- 
lawry of silver is not the real cause of 
their trouble, until the thing is tested 
by remouetizing silver and giving it a 
fair trial for several years. If this policy 
does not bring better prices for our 
products and restore business prosper- 
ity, then the people will be prepared to 
believe that some other cause lies at the 
bottom of our declining markets. But 
they must see the experiment tried. At 
present they can only say that they 
were prosperous with free silver, and 
without it they have not had a glimpse 
of prosperity.

Judge Lyman Trumbull, who appeared 
before the federal supreme court the other 
day, as. counsel for Debs, is eighty-two 
vears old, and still a strong man, A Wash- 
ington man gays: 

‘Trumbull is quite old now; born, 1 be- 
lieve, in 1813, His cradle was in Connecti- 
cut, and he comes of the old Jonathan 
Trumbull brood. As a young man, ilke 
many a young and book-taught yankee of 
his time, he went south to teach school. 
He headed for Georgia and gave himself 
up to ferule and spelling book as a method 
of support. But he liked it not, and as he 
put out the lessons and paddled the shock- 
headed youth of those regions he dipped 
into the law books as deeply as he might. 
This was in the early ’30’s, AS soon as 
he was equal to his examination he Was 
called to the Georgia bar, but he never 
paused to practice there. He migrated to 
Illinois, then the utter west, and settled at 
Belleville, St. Clair county, in that pro- 
found part of the state known as ‘Igypt.’ 
This was, I belleve, just sixty years ago, 
and possibly about the time that Dickens 
colonized his characters of Martin Chuzzle- 
wit and Mark Tapley in the same damp 
region to make a peg whereon he might 
hang his slanders of America. Immediately 
Judge Trumbull—not judge then—took a 
leading place at the bar, He was always 
courtly; always carefully polite; what 
indeed, one might call a bit cold, yet he 
had a great sway with the juries. He was 
and is a clear, cogent reasoner, and has 
a trick of admonishing with his forefinger. 
Sometimes it would seem as if that potent 
forefinger wove a spell.’’ In the past fifty 
years he has been a mighty man in the 
two great parties and at the bar, 


Says a New York special: ‘‘Madeline Pol- 
lard, the complainant in the recent cause 
celebre Pollard vs. Breckinridge, has been 
engaged by a wealthy and charitable 
lady to act as her companion and accompa- 
ny herin a four years’ trip around the 
world.

The splendid Atlantic squadron, which has

soldiers of Santa Anna, and all over Vir- 
ginia, Georgia and Tennessee has con- 
tended with the hosts of General McClel- 
land,* Burnsides, Meade, Grant snd lose- 
ecrans, and who, in all of these three wars, 
was severely wounded, who bears in his 
Lody marks of the Indian’s arrow and tom- 
ahawk. of the Mexican’s bullet and the un- 
ion soldier’s minie ball, is an event of 
great. significancee His life has been @ 
stormy one, but perhaps the most dramatic 
scene in which he figured was at the 
white house in 1865, the dramatis personae 
being President Andrew Johknson, Generals 
Grant and Longstreet. 

General Lee had surrendered, and his men 
were paroled; Lincoln had approved of 
Grant’s magnanimous terms, but on his as- 
sassination it was rumored that Johnson 
believed that General Lee should not have 
been permitted to surrender his sword as a 
honor, but that General Grant 
should have received the entire command 
as prisoners of war, and that he contem- 
plated the arrest and confinement in jail 
of Generals Lee, Longstreet and the other 
corps commanders. It so happened that 
Grant ond Longstreet were at the white 
house and learned of.Johnson’s intention 
io revoke the psroles of Lee and Longstreet 
and while there General Grant inquired if it 
was true. The president evasively saia: 
‘There are three men I must have punish- 
ed—Davis, Lee and Longstreet, They have 
done the union too much harm, Longstreet, 
there, was the hardest hitter and fiercest 
fighter of the rebellion. Toombs, Benjamin, 
Slidell, Mason and Howell Cobb should be 
banished, but Davis, Lee and Longstreet 
must be severely punished here,” Johnson 
spoke with impetuosity, when General 
irant interrupted the president by asking 
in a quiet tone: “By whose authority do 
you revoke the parole signed by me?’ 

“By the authority of the United States,” 
answered Johnson with marked asperity. 

With eyes flashing, but in an even, gentle 
tone of voice, General Grant replied: 

“By the authority of the commander in 
chief of the armies of the United States 
those paroles shal] not be revoked.”’ 

There was no bluster, but quiet and in- 
tense earnestness. The two great command- 
ers left, but Johnson knew Grant, and that 
the soldiers would uphold him in sustaining 
the terms at Appemattox, Johnson, Davis, 
Gront, Lee, Jackson, Meade, Ewell and 
nearly all the towering figures of those dra- 
matic times, are dead, and Atlanta’s guest 
is the most Hlustrious survivor of that 
stormy period.

( til Tomorrow Afternoon. 


PREVENTED FROM OCCURRING BY RAIN 


A Large Crowd Gathered on the Streets, 
and Many Were Disappointed—‘t'he 
Same Exercises Tomorrow. 


For the first time since the war April 
26th has passed without shedding a rosebud 
upon the graves of the confederate dead in 
Oakland cemetery. 

lt was not a dearth of patriotism, how- 
ever, that caused the departure from the 
time-honored custom of paying tribute at 
the shrines of those who fell in defense of 
their country. 

The rain in the forenoon was so per- 
sistent as to exclude the probability of 
fair weather by 4 o’clock, and rather than 
incur the risk of a* drenching the  pro- 
gramme for the day was postponed. 

Before this decision was made the weath- 
er man was consulted. He stated that the 
rain was a general one and extended all 
over Georgia. He gave it as hig opinion 
that the shower would likely continue dur- 
ing the afternoon. This was enough. The 
exercises were declared off for the day 
and the announcement began to travel 
from mouth to ear that the observance of 
Memorial Day, so far as the programme 
at the cemetery was concerned, was post- 
poned. 

A Meeting Held. 

The decision to postpone the exercises 
grew out of a meeting that was held in 
the office of Colonel A, J. West yesterday 
morning at ll o'clock. 

Among those present were Colonel L. P. 
Thomas, chief marshal; Colonel Obear, 
chief of staff: Colonel W. L. Calhoun, 
Captain Dozier, of the Governor’s Horse 
Guards; Captain Kempton, of the Atlanta 
Artillery; Colonel John 8S. Candler, of the 
Fifth regiment; Major Slaton, of the pub- 
jic schools; Captain Connolly, of the po- 
lice battalion; Dr. D’Alvigny,. Captain L. 
H. Kenan, Mr. H. F. West, Colonel An- 
drew J. West, General W. 8S. Walker, Mr. 
T. B. Felder, Jr., Captain Albert Howell, 
Mr. W. D. Ellis, Jr., and others. 

The question was fully discussed, but the 
gradual falling of the rain monopolized 
the argument to such an extent as to 
make all of one mind. On putting it to a 
vote it was found that all were in favor 
of postponing the exercises. 

On Sunday Afternoon. 

The funeral of Mrs. Milledge this after- 
noon prevented a postponement of the ex- 
ercises until today. Mr. T. B. Felder sug- 
gested Sunday afternoon, and it Promptly 
met with the favor of all present. Judge 
Calhoun, as a matter of recollection, stated 
that the exercises of Memorial Day, the 
last time they were held on Sunday, drew 
the largest crowd that ever gathered in 
Oakland cemetery.

In spite of this announcement, however. 

the crowds gathered on the streets and 
the route to Oakland cemetery was a close- 
ly knit chain of humiunity. 

Around the monument nearly 2,000 peo- 
ple were gathered to witness the exercises, 
a number of them having come early to 
secure a good position. The weather, in 
spite of the gloomy predictions of the 
morning, proved to be fair enough and the 
exercises might have been held without 
interruption. 

Hundreds of people were disappointed, 
but the postponement of the exercises 
seemed at the time to be a matter of ne- 
cessity. 

The following order has been issued by 
President T. B, Felder: 

“Sons of Confederate Veterans—Al!! Sons 
of Confederate Veterans will assemble at 
the corner of Marietta and Broad streets 
at 2 o’clock p. m. Sunday, the 2&th instant, 
to join in the parade and memorial exer- 
cises.in honor of the confederate dead.

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GENERAL LONGSTREET MAY CO°TE. 


Says He Hopes To Attend the Memo- 
rial Exercises in Atlanta. 

General Longstreet will probably come 
to Atlanta tomorrew to attend the me- 
morial exercises at Oakland. 

A letter from him yesterday’ states that 
he will probably be here and explains that 
his failure to come Yhursday afternoon as 
expected was due to the heavy downpour 
of rain. He had ordered his carriage to 
drive to the station, when the rain came 
pouring down. The general says that he 
did not feel able to cope with the weather 
and decided to remain indoors. 

He wrote the following letter to a friend 
in the city yesterday: 

“Gainesville, Ga., April 25, 1895.—My Dear 
Sir: My purpose is to be in Chicago (Deo 
volente) the 30th proximo at the dedica- 
tory exercises of the monument to and 
decoration of the graves of the confederate 
prisoners who died at Fort Douglas while 
prisoners of war. As an ad interim trip it 
would be.exceedingly pleasant to meet my 
cld and beloved comrades in arms at 
Heuston, Tex., the 23d proximo. 

“The carriage was out and I was packed 
and prepared for the 26th instant at At- 
lanta, when down came Jupiter Pluvius in 
a steady nour; and, while thirty and more 
years ago, I could, with impunity, march, 
fight and sicep in the rain, yet the flight 
of years is monitory of age. Hence, very 
reluctantly, I surrender the pleasure of my 
anticipated trip to Atlanta, where tomor- 
row had. fondly cherished ‘he hope of 
meeting the friends of 1861-65. 

“{ very hurriedly dropped a postal to 
the chairman of the committee at 16 Pryor 
street, ard will ask you to please call 
there and again state my profound regret 
that health and particularly the inclement 
weather pow prevent my attendance. 
Whether at Atlanta, Houston, Knoxville. 
Chickamauga -or Chicago, I am more than 
willing to render appropriate and hearty 
tribute to the valiant men in gray, who, 
upon the battlefield or in prison, sealed 
their faith with their blood and lives. God 
rest their souls! Yours very truly,

FUNERAL AT ST. LUKE'S THIS AFTERNOON 


Bishop Nelson Will Officiate—Governor 
Atkinson and the Statehouse Offic?rs 
Will Act as an Escort. 


In the sod of Oakland cemetery, sure 
rounded by the graves of the confederate 
dead, on which her loving hands have 
often showered the tribute of affection, 
the mortal ashes of Mrs. John Milledge 
will repose until the long sleep of death 
is ended. 

The sad yet beautiful romance—if such 
it may be called—associated with the pur- 
chase of the lot in which the gentle 
sleeper will rest has already been narrated 
in these columns. The lot is situated in 
one of the fairest portions of the marble 
*village and occupies a point on the slope 
of the hill that overlooks the graves of 
the confederate soldiers and catches both 
the morinng and evening shadows. 

The granite shaft erected to commemo- 
rate the heroism of the confederate dead 
is only a few feet away. Just on the other 
side looms the marble figure of the Lion 
of Lucerne, impersonating the heroism of 
the unknown dead. 

It was largely through the efforts of 
Mrs. Milledge that this beautiful work of 
art was erected among the white me- 
morials of Oakland cemetery. For weeks 
and months Mrs. Milledge devoted herself 
to this patriotic enterprise and she never 
relaxed her effort until the bright after- 
noon in April when the veil was drawn 
aside and the figure of the lion was out- 
lined against the clear, blue sky. 

A more suitable place could not have 
been selected. Loving the boys in gray 
with a wealth of devotion that nothing 
could ever diminish it must be satisfying 
to her ashes to sleep in the goil that is 
hallowed by their neighborhood and under 
the shadow of the monument erected to 
their heroic memory.

Since last Thursday evening the remains 
Milledge have been lying in the 
parlors of Captain Kichard H. ‘Milledge’s 
residence on Cain street. 

Yesterday a number of callers thronged 
the residence and took a last look at the 
familiar features of one who had been dear 
to them in life and who had lived the in- 
carnation of all that was true, good and 
beautiful. Among the number of callers 
Were several old veterans and as they 
looked into the casket the tears ran down 
their cheeks and a tremor passed over 
their lips. It was pathetic to watch the 
emotions of the strong men who loved 
her. 

A number of exquisite floral offerings 
have been sent to the house, These are 
in the shape of every conceivable emblem 
expressive of the Christian faith and hope 
in which the sufferer passed to her re- 
ward.

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An Intramural Railway To Be Built on 
the Exposition Grounds. 


A CONGRESS OF RELIGIONS PROPOSED 


Dr. BR. D. Spalding Believes That Such a 
Congress Will Bea Great Peat- 
ure of the Exposition. 


The negotiations which have been pending 
several weeks regarding the construction 
of an intramural railroad at the exposition 
terminated yesterday afternoon in an agree- 
ment between the exposition company and 
Messrs. Porteous & Wilkins, of New York, 
by which the line will be built. 

The full details of the plan were submit- 
ted yesterday and agreed to after the mat- 
ter had been fully considered by the execu- 
tive board. Mr. Wilkins, of Porteous & Wil- 
kins, is in the city, and announces that the 
construction of the line will begin just as 
spoon as practicable. 

The delay in the settlement of the ques- 
tion was due almost altogether to the diffi- 
culty in settling the grade of the road. The 
topography of the grounds is such that to 
build the lime entirely above ground some 
very steep grades would be necessary. The 
contractors proposed to cross Fourteenth 
street on grade level and the exposition 
company strongly objected to this plan, 
because of the fact that there would be 
great danger to exposition visftors in cross- 
ing the line. The matter was finally settled 
by the decision of both parties not to cross 
Fourteenth street at all. 

The line will start just north of. Four- 
teenth street and will run north until it 
passes the fine arts building, ft being built 
in the rear of this building, Then it will 
turn northeast and run in the rear of the 
government and manufactures building. 

It will circle around the grounds, passing 
in the rear of all the buildings save the 
negro building and the machinery building. 
The line will stop near the agricultural 
building, This route was agreed upon yes- 
terday afternoon, and Messrs. Porteous & 
Wilkins announce that it will be a first- 
class line in every respect. : 

A Congress of Religions. 

What will be a highly attractive feature 
of the exposition received its first {impetus 
yesterday afternoon. It-is a congress of re- 
ligions of the world, and was suggested 
to the board in a strong speech by Dr. R. 
D. Spalding. 

Dr, Spalding stated that nothing that 
could be secured would be of greater value 
or interest than a congress of religions. 
He mentioned the fact that the congress 
in Chicago attracted the attention of all 
the thinking world. 

‘No book published in years,” said he, 
‘fis more valuable or more instructive.than 
that giving an account of the congress of 
religions at the world’s fair.’’ 

The matter was strongly indorsed by all 
present, but action was postponed until 
next meeting, so as to give time for the 
formation of some definite plan of action. 

A Big Live Stock Show. 

‘Chairman James R. Wylie, of the commit- 
tee on live stock, submitted a report yester- 
day afternoon, the adoption of which in- 
sures one of the best displays of live stock 
ever seen in this country. 

The report recommended the building of 
stables for cattle, horses, poultry and sheep. 
A prize list of $10,000 divided among the 
various kinds of live stock was proposed. 
The report was adopted and the committee 
will go ahead and prepare all the details 
for this big exhibit. 

For Fresh Fruit. 

The concession for selling fresh fruit on 
the exposition grounds during the exposi- 
tion was let yesterday afternoon to Messrs. 
Dimmock & Wallace, of this city, The con- 
cession was one for which there was lively 
competition, but the committee decided in 
favor of Dimmock & Wallace.

From The New York Stockholder. 

For the majority of stocks the highest 
prices made s.nce the rise began were re- 
corded at the beginning of business Thurs- 
day morning. After that the general move- 
ment was reactionary, the close being 
heavy at the lowest, total transactions em- 
bracing about 300,000. shares and the net 
losses ranging from large fractions to ma- 
terial declines, the latter occurring in the 
coalers on the trade complications dis- 
cussed below. 

A good dea! of realizing has been effected 
the past day or two and the reaction will 
probably go further before such offerings 
are fully digested. A good deal of improvye- 
ment in trade is discounted by a 10-point 
rise insthe market, more indeed than in the 
teegy case is actually evidenced by earn- 
ngs, bank clearings, the demand for money 
anda other tests of the condition of general 
business. 

The day’s inc'dents and news embraced 
a decline in silver, a reaction in cotton and 
a sharp early setback in wheat, which 
latter was recovered, Highar quotations for 
Americans came from abroad and foreign

The Jersey Central and the Delaware 
and Hudson were said to be favorably dis- 
poséd to th's plan of adjustment, inside in- 
terests in the former being especially de- 
sirous of a settlement sey reasons which 
invoive their attitude in the stock market. 
Lackawanna, the strongest of the coal 
properties, rejected the proposal. That com- 
pany, it is further stated, will not settle 
on any basis that gives ‘Reading 21 per 
cent. 

Earnings continue to make an irregular 
showing. Roads which seem to be doing 
well are mostly in the southwest. Kansas 
and Texas is a case in.point. It operates 
160 miles more road than last year, but 
even after making allowance for the latter 
fact its revenues reflect encouraging 
growth, 

The earnings reported yesterday for the 
third week in -— compare as_ follows 
with those of 1894: Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern increased $6,000, International 
and Great Northern $6,000, Minneapolis and 
St, Louis $4,000, Rio Grande Western $7.600 
and Wabash $7, 000, while Texas Pacific de- 
creased $1,000 and St. Paul $59,000 

Southern returns do not muc? "reflect the 
advance in cotton, Had the latter occurred 
before the crop was moved. thus permitting 
an increase in transportation rates, the 
roads would have benefited in that respect 
and in short order. They will gain now in 
another, if slower way, provided the staple 
holds its advance Yanters will feel more 
like buying goods than when cotton was on 
the 5-cent “basis and will spend more freely. 
Texas properties should certainly feel the 
AC Seppe effects of this condition before

By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

New York, April 26.—The expeéctation took 
rather a wider sweep today, the transac- 
tions being larger’‘and the outside de- 
mand a little better. Prices showed ir- 
regularity, advancing 3 to 5 points early in 
the day then losfig this and declining 1 
to 3 points, a net advance of 9 to 10 points 
as compared with. last night’s find? figures. 
the closing tone being firm, with sales 202,- 
lw pales. Of course the May notices today 
were the absorbing interest, and the fact 
that a large bull nouse here’ stopped ten- 
ders of about 43,000 bales contributed much 
to the firmness which, on the whole, char- 
acterizes the market. Besides, Liverpool 
Was active and higher, advancing 1-32d on 
the spot, with sates of 15,000 baies and 4 
points for future delivery. At one time 
there Was a redction, a8 already intimated, 
and this was due to a loss of most of the 
early advance in Liverpool and heavy seli- 
ing here by very prominent bulls and 
others. The Liverpool market closed quiet 
ata net advance for the day of only % ofa 
point. The Manchester private cables, how- 
ever, were strong. New Orleans advanced 
10 points on August. Liverpool and the 
continent sent a good many buying orders 
iocal and southern operators bought to a 
very fair extent, and in the lete trading 
there was very little disposition to sell, so 
that prices were readily advanced. (‘all 
River reports are favorable. Manchester is 
said to be doing a good business. It is be- 
lieved that the interior towns will get 
about 22,000 bales for the week, and that 
the interior stocks will lose something like 
28,000 bales. Houston reports heavy 
last night. Hillsboro states that rain fell 
for three hours last night; other Texas 
points report fair rains. More are predict- 
ed. In Manchester yarns were strong and 
cloths ,in moderate demand. Spots here 
were easy, With sales of 900 for export and 
104 bales for spinning. Southern spot mar- 
kets were generally quiet and unchanged. 
Norfolk declined 1-l6c. Mobile sold 400 bales. 
Receipts at New Orleans tomorrow are esti- 
mated at 4,000 to 5,000 bales, against 1,457 
and 1,748. -Total interior receipts for the 
week are estimated at 22,000, against 29,185 
last week, and 16,085 last year. The Liver- 
pool weekly cotton statistics show sales 
of the week 92,000; American 85,000. Total 
imports, 79,000; American, 73,000; total stocks 
1,716,000, including 1,690,000 American; total 
afloat 110,000, including 105,000. American. 
Crawford, Tex., reports rain, and adds 
“prospects are improving daily.”’” A New 
Orleans dispatch said: ‘‘The present condi- 
tion of the planting season is unsurpassed. 
The 2,000,000 surplus visible and _ invisible 
will make itself felt shortly.”’ It is still an 
irregular and feverish market, as may be 
easily inferred, and dominated largely by 
southern weather news and English ad- 
vices.

Hiordan & Co.'s Cotton Letter. 


New Yotk, April . 26.—(S8pecial.)—Cotton 
today showed that it was beyond the con- 
tro] of ¢liques and manipulators. The lead- 
ing bulls having sold out at a profit were 
working yesterday. and today to bring 
about a break so that they might recover 
their holdings at lower prices. Until the 
last hour itgseemed as if they would suc- 
ceed in their plan. August, which opened 
at 6.81, sold down to 6,75, and the market 
at this showed great weakness. Shrewa 
traders, who are seldom wrong in their 
forecast, were freely predicting that August 
would soon react to 6.50. But after 2 o'clock 
the bold operator, whose persistent selling 
was one of the features of last winter's 
big decline, appeared as a lion in the path 
of those who were trying to break prices. 
Coolly accepting all offerings, he bid for 
more, and.almost single handed lifted the 
market. The buying fever toward 3 o’clock 
became infectious, Orders poured in trom 
Wall street, the room traders, who were 
all short, rushed in to cover, and in a very 
short time August had climbed. to 6.87, 12 
points from the lowest. The close was firm 
with August at 6.85. It was a very lively 
twist for the shorts. Opinions are ahout 
evenly divided whether or not the advance 
will hold. 


Mr. Inman on Cotton‘ 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

Mr. John H,. Inman says: ‘‘My opinions 
are determined wholly by conditions sur- 
rounding the market. I have nothing to do 
with manipulation. The cotton market will 
run over ahy man or any combination of 
men who are on the wrong side. There can 
be a combination to either bull or bear 
cotton when conditions are favorable, but 
when «conditions point one way and the 
combination another, the combination sut- 
fers. I have never known the position, Oo! 
cotton to be so strong: The south cannot 
make the next crop equal to the last under 
any conditions. 1 do not believe that the 
next crop can exceed 7,550.000 bales. Farm 
stock is not in good condition. Shipments 
of mules for farming purposes to e south 
this year were 30,000. IL advise Georgia 
farmers to make all the cotton they can 
this year, It is mainly a question of how 
much above 7 cents cotton will go in this 
market, There has been a tremendous rush 
to séll on this advance and my information 
is thatvthefe is less cotton in the intertor 
than there has been for several years.

The Mystery of a California Monte 
Cristo Cleared Up. 


HAWKINS ASTONISHED CALIFORNIANS 


By‘ His Extravagance and Iccentricities. 
Where He Got His Wealth—-a 
Strango Romance. 


From The Globe Democrat. 

Houston, Tex., April 17.—Hundreds of peo- 
ple who lived in Los Angeles fifteen or six- 
teen years ago, and, in fact, thousands of 
newspaper readers of the Pacific coast, will 
find in this article the correct solution of 
@ series of riddles, and be enabled to pene- 
trate the mysterious cloud that constantly 
enveloped two individuals who once created 
& great sensation in “The City of the An- 
gels.” 

About twenty years aso one Eli W. 
Hawkins, and his wife, turned up in Los 
Angeles and purchased a large bouy ot file 
land about fifteen miles east of the city, 
fn the vicinity of Old Los Nietos. 
at once began to buy all the little farms 
in the neighborhood. He employed an army 
or architects, masons, carpenters and la- 
borers. In the short space of two or three 
months a magnificent castle that would 
have adorned any baronial possession in 
Europe sprang into existence in the center 
of his vast ostate. Miles after miles of 
plank and wire fence inclosed the great 
farm. He could not wait for trees to grow; 
he was too impatient for anything of that 
Bort. Science and arboriculturists were 
called to his aid. Forest trees fifteen, or 
maybe fifty years of age were dug up with 
tons of dirt adhering to their roots and 
transplanted in his parks and fields. Very 
soon there were shaded lanes, avenues. .and 
boulevards, that looked to a stranger as if 
they were the result of a quarter of a cen- 
tury’s careful culture.

In 
those days people who lived on the road 
took their guests to the door to see Haw- 
kins and his wife pass in their carriage, 
the horses flying under the lash as if they 
Were on the race course. Often the strange 
woman could be heard shouting to her 
husband to drive faster. She told the 
writer that she had heart disease, and 
that the only way she could obtain relief 
Was to get in the carriage and make the 
horses fiy. She did die of heart trouble a 
few years afterwards. Hawkins was just 
about the toughest and roughest looking 
white 1@.n that ever passed before the 
organs of vision of any Californian—and 
that is saying a great deal. He often 
boasted that fine clothes made him misera- 
ble, and that he was happier with rags 
enough on him to wad a shotgun than he 
could possibly be in a $100 suit. He was 
always losing gold watches, and upon more 
than one occasion he has thrown a 00 
watch at the heads of his flying horses. 
Upon one cccasion, when coming out of 
Los Angeles, he drovg race

his blooded 
horses and carriage over a fine old citizen 
by the name of Pallet. Pallet had hosts 
of friends, and in the suit for damages that 
resulted Hawkins had to go pretty deep 
into his pockets. Judge Brunson, recently 
on the supreme bench of California, and I 
think Judge Ross, were Pallet’s attorneys. 
I was present at the Pico house after the 
suit had been compromised, and heard 
the lawyers talking and wondering where 
on earth such a curiosity and devil of a 
man could have sprung from, and what- 
ever could be the origin or source of such 
apparently inexhaustible wealth. 
Dozen Pinnos. 

Hawkins had money in every bank and 
Was at all times ready to buy anything 
that struck his fancy, and pay any price 
for it. His wife did not Know one_ note 
in music from another, nor would she have 
been able to have distinguished a piano 
from a calliope or a thrashing machine. 
Nevertheless Hawkins bought her a dozen 
of the finest pianos that his agent could 
procure in New York city. 

“The old woman heerd a gal playin’ on 
one at the Pico house,’ he said, ‘‘and she 
concluded that she would larn to play one 
herself. So I jes’ went and ordered a dozen 
of the things.”’ 

There was some of the finest furniture 
and the prettiest carpets in that house that 
I have ever seen in any part of the world. 

Upon one occasion Hawkins bought a 
$1,000 carriage and hitched four white stal- 
lions to it. The people of Los Angeles were 
astounded to see the man himself seated on 
the box and lashing the horses into fury as 
they flew through the streets. Mrs. Haw- 
Kins Was seated inside smiling, apparently 
unconscious of danger and perfectly happy. 
While they were enjoying this freak a cy- 
cus and menagerie came to town, Hawkins 
determined to join the parade, and, with 
his white stallions caparisoned and plumed, 
he galloped around in front of the band 
wagon. The procession was entirely too 
slow for him. ‘Iwo or three times they cir- 
cled around the prucession, to the intense

dissatisfaction of the circus people and the 
infinite delight of the crowd on the pave- 
ment. People laughed themselves hoarse. 
After awhile Hawkins ran over a cage of 
‘wild cats. The frantic animals sprang into 
the street, and Mrs, Hawkins turned a 
dozen somersaults, which ade the circus 
people jealous of her acrobatic abilities. 
Hewkins’s wild horses tore furiously 
through the procession, The circus horses 
soon caught the spirit of deviltry, and fif- 
teen or twenty teams, hitched to cages ran 
away, Ali of Los Angeles was at the win- 
dows or on the houseéetops enjoying the most 
outrageous panorama of deviltry that mor- 
tals ever witnessed, 
Kept a Brass Band. 

Hawkins or his wife never uttered a 
harmful word of any human being. All 
they wanted was to be let Severely alone. 
He was always armed, and I am pretty 
certain that he was a dangerous man. 
Upon one occasion he returned home from 
San Francisco eScorted by a silver cornet 
band of fifteen or twenty pieces. He kept 
the boys out at his big castle for three or 
four weeks. Never was there in California 
an affair that could have held a candle to 
this riproaring jollification and carousal, 
The boys were certainly wined and dined 
as long as they could blow a horn or get 
a horn to their lips. Some people thought 
that Hawkins and his wife were both crazy, 
but that Was an error, They could be as 
shrewd in driving a bargain as anybody 
when occasion required. Whenever conver- 
sation lagged in Los Angeles people used 
to talk of the Hawkins pair and their lim- 
itless wealth. : 

Hawkins and his wife both died several 
years ago, and a stereotyped article con- 
taining many of the facts herein related 
floated in newspaper waters all over the 
civilized worid for several months. The 
Writer read it in a foreign language and in 
a foreign country and wondered if the mys- 
tery would ever be solved. 

A few evenings ago a group of old Tex- 
ans, all cattlemen, were seated in the ro- 
tunda of the Avenue hotel, in Austin, when 
one of them asked of another: 

“What in thunder do you suppose ever 
became of Eli Hawkins?’ 

“Went to California with a big drove of 
cattle, is all I Know.” was the reply. 

The first man, looking very thoughtful, 
and throwing away his cigarette, said: 

“Do you know, I always thought that 
Hawkins and that other fellow dug up two 
or three bushels of Santa Anna’s gold down 
on the Santone River.” 


Then your correspondent opened his ears | 


pretty wide and began to cultivate the ac- 
quaintance of the old Texans, 
ne got for his pains: 

The Problem Solved. 

Away back in the 60's Hawkins owned a 
big cattle ranch and a herd of some 10,000 
or 15,000 head of cattle out south of San 
Antonio. There had, for a long time, been 
& vague tradition in that country that San- 
ta Anna had buried immense treasure on 
the banks of the San Antonio river after 
the fall of the Alamo, before he commenced 
his hazardous march into the interior. Hun- 
dreds of people have searched for it and 
hundreds of other people are searching for 
it yet. An old Mexican soldier who lived in 
that neighborhood always claimed that he 
knew exactly where the treasure was 
buried. In fact, he had frequently been 
heard to say that he helped to conceal it. 
No one believed him. This old soldier and 
Hawkins suddenly became very intimate. 
They were ‘often seen drinking and gam. 
bling together in San Antonio. One night a 
man named John Sells came upon three 
men who were busily digging a deep hole 
in the ground. Selis, curious to Know 
what was going on, hid in the bushes and 
watched them. The next morning Sells 
told one of his neighbors that he had seen 
Eli Hawkins, an old Mexican and a 
Stranger dig up gold enough to load down 
a jackass and two or three horses. Such 
stories had. often floated about in that 
country and all that Sells could bring forth 
to substantiate his statement was a big 
hole- in the ground on the banks of the 
San Antonio river. A few days after this 
the old Mexican soldier was seen in San 
Antonio with money enough to bet $1,100 
on a single monte card. He got killed in 
a private brawl that very night. A few 
weeks after this Hawkins started his big 
herd of cattle toward the west, saying that 
he was going to Arizona. People thought 
it a strange move from the fact that he 
owned a fine ranch and was prospering 
wonderfully at the time. He did not offer 
his ranch for sale, mor did he ever dis- 
pose of it. 

Soon after this the report came back that 
Hawkins had killed one of his men out on 
the plains. There were circumstances 
which led Sells to believe that the man 
killed on the plains was the same man 
whom he had seen with Hawkins and the 
Mexican soldier digging up the buried 
treasure on the banks of the San Antonio 
river. 

An Immense Treasure. 


“Now,” said the old Texan, ‘‘my 
tion of the affair is that these three 
found an immense sum of money. Al- 
thongh Hawkins was rich in eattle and 
wild land, he had never had much money 
in his life. The sudden possession of a 
bushel or two of Spanish doubloons «turn- 
ed his head. He did not know what to do 
with it. He was afraid to display any of 
it, or at least much of it, in this country, 
and he grew restless and desirous of gete- 
ting away into some country where he 
could turn it loose and no questions asked. 
Possibly the killing out on the plains was 
the result of a quarrel about the gold. 
After that Hawkins alone possessed the 
secret and the gold.” 

“And that.’’. replied 
“with the affair on 
unbalanced the 2n’s mind.’’ 

Hawkins, upon one occasion, told me 
that he sold a big herd of cattle out in 
Arizona, and he added, in a> melancholy 
tone of voice, that he almost gave them 
away. One of the hired men tolt! me upon 
another occasion that Hawkins once came 
Gut in the field, where he was at work, 
looking very sober, and in a burst of cones 
fidence told him that he was sorry that he 
could not lead a better life, but that he 
could not quit thinking about something 
that happened out on the plains. ‘“But,’’ 
he said, “I had to do it. I couldn’t help 
it. I did it to save my life.’? The Hawe 
kins of San Antonio and the Hawkinses of 
Los Angeles are identical. The herd of 
cattle could -not have brought Hawkins 
more than $159,000. He certainly spent 
more than $1,000,000 during the ten years 
that he lived in California. His reckless 
and unhappy career in California is not a 
very pleasing lesson to the hunters of 
treasure trove. I don’t believe the man or 
his wife ever experienced a happy moment 
while in possession of unlim'ted wealth. 
They were both naturally kind-hearted, and 
had they been poor peop!e they would have 
been regarded as very clever. They were 
suspicious of everybody andl always rest- 
less and uncomfortable. Although they 
kept large sums of money on deposit in 
various banks in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, there is no doubt but that thev 
kept treasures in jewels, diamonds and 
gold concealed and buried about the big 
house and farm. Possibly it will again 
turn up and transmit its curse to some 
other unfortunate spark of humanity. 
There are few who would not take chances 
en the curse. .

Will Turner, for two or three years the 
efficient secretary of the Atlanta Charita- 
ble Association. 

The Atlanta Charitable Association is one 
of Atlantea’s prides. It has done more good 
for the poor and suffering of the city than 
any of the helpers of those who are in need. 
The association was organized and charter- 
ed a few years ago, and since then has dis- 
bursed in the most cautious and judicious 
manner many a dollar. The association was 
the outgrowth of a meeting of charitably 
inclined citizens who came together in a 
hurry during one of the cold snaps of the 
winter to give relief to those in distress. 
The money and provisions subscribed were 
sent to the temporary home of the charita- 
bly inclined gentlemen and were disbursed 
by those who undertook the work. In as- 
sisting those in need the gentlemen were 
astonished to find the gréat want at times 
in the city and the loose, reckless manner 
in Which relief was given out. 

The revelation caused the parties who 
had taken hold of the distribution of char- 
ities for the time being to discuss a per- 
manent organization, and the discussion re- 
sulted in the formation of the Atlanta 
Charitable Association, for which a charter 
Was secured.

The report showed that 
everything was in excellent shape and in- 
dicated that no man in Atlanta knew better 
how to handle the charities than the séec- 
retary who has just retired.

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Tho Exposition Board Increased by the 
Addition of That Number, 


ALL ARE REPRESENTATIVE ATLANTIANS 


The Oriental Concession Discussed by 
the Board Yesterday ~—Mrs. Little- 
ton’s Application Granted. 


Ten new names were added to the ex- 
position directory at the meeting of the 
executive board yesterday afternoon. 

The addition of ten directors to the pres- 
ent board of fifty was decided upon at the 
annual meeting of stockholders held ten 
days ago. At that time a committee con- 
sisting of five members was appointed to 
select the men from the large mass of 
available material. The object of making 
the addition was to get on the board a 
number of gentlemen with pronounced so- 
cial qualities, but at the same time men 
of good business qualifications, to rep- 
resent the board in the matter of social 
entertainment. It was recognized that dur- 
ing and before the exposition a great many 
distinguished visitors will be in the city 
and will be the guests of the great show. 
The gentlemen added to the list yesterday 
are gentlemen of fine standing in business 
and are popular socially. 

The list was reported by the special com- 
mittee and 'was adopted unanimously. It 
consists of the following names: David 
Woodward, Henry E. Fisher, E. C. Spald- 
ing, W. H. Black, J. W. Engiz.sh, Jr., M. 
L. Adler, Major Livingston Mims, Clar- 
ence Knowles, William L. Cosgrove and 
Fulton Colville. The new directors are 
qualified to attend all the meetings of the 
board to be held hereafter. 

The Oriental Village. 

The matter of granting the concession for 
the oriental village, theater, merchandise 
buvoths, etc., was submitted to the board in 
full by the concessions committee. Mr. 
Alex Smith went over the. correspondence 
that had passed between the concessionaires 
and the exposition company and told of 
the regotiations. 

In December last Mr. F. J. Arbeely ap- 
plied for the concession to operate the 
oriental village on the exposition grounds. 
He proposed to operate an elaborate af- 
fair, with a village representing each of 
the several eastern countries. He outlined 
one of the best features of the entire show, 
and it was stated that he would expend 
something like $60,000 in getting up his 
show. 

He was granted an option on the conces- 
sion expiring March 15th, but up to that 
time he did not comply with the demands 
of the exposition company. It Was sup- 

then that negotiations had been 

but it seems that Dr. Arbeely is 

anxious for the concession. After a 

discussion of the matter, it Was 

yesterday afternoon to allow him 

five days in which to conform with the 

terms proposed. It was stated at the meet- 

ing that the representative of Dr. Arbeely 

Was in the city and was ready to make 

the proper contract with the exposition 

company. 

Mrs. Littleton's Concession, 

Mrs. M. L. Littleton, wnose concession 
for a theater and dramatic exhibit was 
granted some uays ago, has had an appli- 
cation pending before the concessions com- 
mittee for the privilege to operate a caie 
in connection with her enterprise. The 
committee reported on that application 
yesterday favorably, with the exception of 
the items of wine, whisky and beer. Mrs. 
Littleton will be allowed to operate a full- 
fledged restaurant and iunch counter, how- 
ever. 

Mrs. Littleton {s hara at work 
plans and every day her enterprise grows in 
extent. Much interest has been aroused 
im it in the theatrical world, and it 
promises to be the most interesting ex- 
hibit of the kind ever shown in this coun- 
try. The members of the dramatic profes- 
at work to get up displays of 
interest to their proression. The theater 
which Mrs. Middleton purposes building 
will be a peauty, and during the exposition 
it will pe the scene of a number of fine 
productions, the most elahorate of which 
will be a grand spectacular called ‘‘Her- 
nando DeSoto.”’ 

Mr. Adair’s Suggestion. 

Mr. Forrest Adair made a very valuable 
suggestion to the directors yesterday af- 
ternoon. He stated that as there would be 
thousands and thousands of visitors in the 
city auring the exposition, he regarded it as 
very important that the city be made to 
look as well as possible, so aS to favorably 
impress the visitors. He said that he had 
suggested to all of the property owners 
whom he represented the importance of 
having their houses repainted and put in 
attractive shape during the exposition, and 
that all of them had agreed to his suggese 
tion. During the present week he had given 
orders for the painting of a dozen good 
houses. He thought if. all the directors 
would present this matter to the house 
owners the city would be greatly improved 
in appearance by the opening of the expo- 
sition. The suggestion was heartily in- 
dorsed by the directors. 
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Pennsylvania’s Governor and a Large 
Committee Coming to Atlanta. 

Harrisburg, Pa., April 26.—(Special.)—The 
house of representatives today received 
from the senate the joint resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a commis- 
sion to represent Pennsylvania at the At- 
lanta exposition, and adopted it with an 
amendment adding the president pro tem. of 
the senate. ‘Lhnis-enlarges the commission 
to twenty-five members, consisting of the 
governor, lieutenant governor, state treas- 
urer, president pro tem., three senators, 
the speaker, five representatives and twelve 
to be appointed by the governor.

CAUGHT A RUNAWAY

An Officer Shows a Large Crowd How To 
Catch a Frightened Animal. 


A RACE OF THRILLING EXCITEMENT 


The Officer Had a Sorrel Mare That 
Humped Herself and Caught tbe 
Other Horse on the P'ly. 


Rushing on like the wind, driving his 
spurs deep into the flanks of his flying 
steed, breathless with excitement, nerved 
to the highest tension, and strained in 
every muscle, Officer T. J. Tyser gave a 
daring exhibition of horsemanship early 
yesterday morning and showed a large 
crowd the trick of running down and Catvh- 
ing a runaway horse. : 

lt was a-chase long and trying, but it 
proved that a runaway can be stopped by 
a method other than the old one of grab- 
bing the horse from the front. The streets 
were thronged with people and conveyances 
coming in to attend memorial exercises and 
an eager lot of spectators watched the 
race and applauded the skill of the officer. 

Tyser is one of the call officers whose 
duty it is to remain at the station house 
in readiness for any emergency. He rides 
a natty mare which, upon more than one 
occasion, has proven her speed. Yesterday 
morning he was ordered to the city stock- 
ade and it was upon his return trip that 
the race was made. 

He had turned into Hill street. The sorrel 
mare was lifting her hoofs.in a gentle pace, 
and striking the pavement with a firm foot, 
Just as the officer turned into Woodward 
avenue he heard a crowd in front shouting, 
At the same time a large bay horse, hitch- 
ed to a light wagon, dashed past at a fu- 
rious gait and disappeared, An _ excited 
driver, who had either jumped or been 
thrown from the wagon, stood out in the 
middle of the street and exercised his 
lungs lustily. The officer heard the loud 
yells, “Stop him, stop him,’’ and saw the 
man waving his arms in the direction of 
the fast fleeing horse. 

The danger of the moment flashed upon 
the officer. He knew that the streets were 
crowded and realized that a serious accident 
would follow ‘:mjnless the runaway was 
checked in his mad career. In a moment 
more the sparks were flashing from the 
hoofs of the sorrel as the iron shoes struck 
the granite blocks, Tyser leaned forward 
until his head was almost touching the 
animal's mane and the crowd saw him dig 
his big spurs into the ribs of the mare. She 
seemed to catch the spirit of the moment 
and shot down the avenue with a powerful 
stride. 

Half a block away the runaway was rat- 
tling the wagon at a gait that showed that 
his temper was aroused and that he was 
bent upon mischief. The thundering noise 
caused the people to come from the houses, 
It was lucky for several drivers that they 
heard the approach of the spirited animal 
and turned away to the side to avoid the 
wheels of the wagon, Several times there 
came near being -a serious collision, sane 
people yelled. They saw the officer sweep 
down like a hurricane. The steeds were al- 
most neck and neck, Whether the runa- 
way realized that he was pursued or wheth- 
er he was inspirited to greater efforts by 
the rivalry of the race, no one could tell, 
but as the officer came side by side the 
other steed shot forward like an Arabian 
thoroughbred, 

Once the officer was near enough to grab 
the reins. It was a perilous moment, as it 
required a hand firm and steady to pull 
back the speeding horse, and at the same 
time command his own animal. Just as 
Tyser was in the act of leaning forward, 
With renewed energy the runaway dashed 
out and spurted a few feet ahead. 

At Frasier street both horses came near 
colliding with a carriage which hed driven 
out. to side. The screaming of 
several ladies in the carriage added 
to the excitement. But the officer 
didn’t hear the screaming. He was still 
Once more he had reached 
the side of the runaway, They had turned 
into Capitol avenue, His sorrel was flecked 
with foam. but her wind stood her well, end 
she was blowing but slightly as she swung 
her rider close beside the other horse. 
in a moment Officer Tyser had thrown his 
body forward, His right hand was stretch- 
ed out with a steady grasp, Suddenly he 
reached for the bridle, and with the inight 
of his muscle, gave it a jerk that nearly 
brought the runaway back on his haunches. 
A few more yards and it stopped short.

JUDGE LUMPKIN SIGNED IT YESTERDAY 


Security in the Sum of $20,000 Is Re- 
quired Before the Order Be- 
comes of Force. 


The Seaboard Air-Line secured another 


restraining order from Judge Lumpkin yes- . 


terday. 

The restraining order contains all the 
conditions that the injunction prays for 
and its granting was based upon the 
bill of exceptions filed with Judge Lumpkin 
for the purpose of taking the case to the 
supreme court of the United States. 

It is required, in the restraining order, 
that the Seaboard Air-Line give -a bond 
of $20,000 before the restraining order be- 
comes of force. This bond will be an easy 
matter for the Seaboard Air-Line and is 
required as a protection for any damage 
that may arise in the following out of the 
order. It was not filed with the clerk 
yesterday, but probably will be today. 

The portion referring to the through haul 
says that the defendant roads are restrain- 
ed from refusing to receive and haul cars 
and freight on through bills of lading 
which may be issued by other roads be- 
yond their lines (from which they accept 
through shipments for transportation), to 
points on or reached over the Seaboard, 
or its connecting lines, when routed via 
the Seaboard and connecting line or lines, 
And vice versa as to cars brought by the 
to be hauled to another point 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
a connecting lirk. 

It will be some time before the United 
States supreme court will be able to dis- 
pose of the case and the Seaboard will be 
able to thus enjoy the privileges it desires 
and at the same time to anticipate that 
the supreme court will not remove the re- 
straining order, but will leave the whole 
matter as the complainants desire it.

IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


A Petition In Being Circulated To 
Save Mills from the Gallows. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 26.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Carr today received from Dr. T. ws 
30ykin, Dr. Pugh and some other Balti- 
moreans, $55 for the fund for the monument 
to Senator Vance. The Constitution’s cor- 
respondent asked Governor Carr how much 
money is in hand for the monument and 
the reply was $669, while $7,500 is the amount 
required. It is proposed to place the monu- 
ment or statue in Capitol square. 

In the superior court here today there 
was argument in the important case of the 
state treaSury against Bates and other di- 
rectors of the defunct Bank of New Han- 
over at Wilmington. The counsel for the 
directors contended in. their argument that 
the state treasurer had no right to bring 
suit: that if he had any right at all, he 
ought to have brought the suit as a cred- 
itor and on behalf of himself and all cred- 
itors, The counsel for the state assert that 
the proceedings instituted by the state 
treasurer was the proper one, and his right 
was clear, 

Tomorrow a petition is to be presented to 
Governor Carr on behalf of George Mills, 
the white man who murdered Nana Wim- 
benly, his young niece, and who is under 
sentence to be hanged here May 3d, Ef- 
forts have been made to have alJ} the jury- 
men who convicted Mills sign the pe- 
tition for commutation to life imprison- 
ment, but some positively refuse to sign it.

Caperton, Quinn and Speer: Were Booked 
for the Race and T'ime—A Very . 
Exciting Event.

The Pigott road race, run yesterday af- 
ternoon on Peachtree road, was an enthu- 
Siastic success and not less than 1,000 wit- 
nessed the start, while nearly twice as 
many saw the exciting finish. 

Both the prize for the first man in and 
that for the best time were won by Charles 
Langford, an Atlanta boy, who is just 
twenty years old. That he won was a sur- 
prise to all and that he should win the 
time prize was a double surprise. 

The time for the ten miles—up hill and 
down hill and through plenty of mud—was 
thirty-three minutes and thirty-seven séc- 
onds, the winner having a two-minute 
handicap. 

The time prize should have been won by 
Hugh Caperton, of Louisville, or George 
Quinn, the two scratch men. The chances 
were decidedly in favor of Caperton, who 
Was in splendid condition. It was simply 
the same story of pace-making and the 
failure of one man to take his part. 

From what can be learned Caperton’s 
failure to win the time prize makes an in- 
teresting story to wheelmen. It seems that 
Quinn, Caperton and Kendall Speer, who 
is one of the fastest youngsters in the 
south, had an understanding. In other 
words, it was agreed by these three that 
they should run together and make the 
pace alternately. This gives every man in 
the combination a chance. 

The pace-making was to continue to the 
end of the asphalt, when the final dash 
was to determine the winner of the time 
prize or the first prize. In fact, it was 
generally understood that Quinn, Caperton 
and Speer had a complete_cinch on the 
first prize aud the time prize. The pace- 
making by the three was very pretty all 
the way out. On the turn back, liowever, 
some trouble Was encountered. According 
to a story that is told, Capertun went to 
the front and paced his mile «nd was re- 
lieved by Spcer, who did valiant pace- 
making. Quinn was then called «n to take 
his share of the work and flatly refused.

The March of a Forest. 
From The Popular Science Moathly, 

The stages in the onward march of the 
forest over a clearing are most interesting. 
Perhaps 200 or 300 acres had been planted 
with sugarcanes, and fifty in plaintains, 
vegetables and fruit. There would be a 
fair-sized dwelling house, a water or cattle 
sugar mill, huts for the negroes, and & 
wharf on the river bank, The planter de- 
cided to give up the place, as he had an 
offer of a more fertile piece of land on the 
coast. Taking away everything portable, 
including the machinery of his mill, he 
abandoned the rest, carrying away his ne- 
grees, and left the clearing to nature.

After a great deal of la- 
bor we reach the borders of the once tidy 
clearing. What a wonderful sight! Along 
the line of forest trees a dense wall of 
creepers rises 60 to 100 feet high, forming 
an effective veil to the dark arcades be- 
yond. From these stretch out long ropes, 
twining vegetable serpents and giants’ fin- 
gers, all moving toward what was once the 
open space, Some are hundreds of yards 
long, rooting at the joints, whence other 
branches radiate and form the dense ob- 
struction we have cut through, 

The creepers, twiners and scramblers have 
not yet reached tie house, but nature is at 
work there also, Reund it was once an or- 
chard of oranges, limes, star apples and 
other tropical fruit, with a few flowering 
shrubs. Most of these are now overrun With 
the blood-sucking loranths—vegetable leech- 
es—which are continually draining their 
juices and evidently fattening on the spoil.

iness here; they are intruders. If man pro- 
tects them and destroys their enemies, they 
can thrive, but ff he abandons them, they 
must perish.
